The “Red Earl.” 

Earl Spencer, who recently died at 
Althorpe Park, Northamptonshire, 
was almost the last of the old school 
of politicians that link us with Bea- 
consfield and Gladstone, whose great 
friend the earl was. He had been 
longer in the Lords than its present 
leader, for he succeeded his father to 
the earldom as far back as 1857. Soon 
after this he became attached to the 
household of the Prince Consort, and 
subsequently to that of the late King, 
when Prince of Wales. 

He was the first Lord-Lieutensnt of 
Ireland created by Mr. Gladstone, 
and he has been a member of every 
Liberal administration since then, 
excepting the present, There is no 
doubt that, but for bad health, he 
would have been a member of the 
present Cabinet.

THE CAMPHOR LANGUAGE. 


Ussd In Johore Because of a Malay 
Superstition, 

In Johore, on the Malay peninsula, 
there ix employed one of the straugest 
Jupguages in the world, used for a 
ost curious purpose, ‘This tougue is 
called Pautang Kapor or “camphor 
language.” and is a medium employed 
by untives nud others eagaged in gath- 
ering the product of the Malayau cam- 
phor tree, but ouly when they are at 
work, 

It is a superstition of these natives 
that should they use the language of 
the district, the Malay or the aboriginal 
Jakuu, they would be unable to obtain 
their camphor. 

The Matauy natives firmly believe 
that ench species of tree bas a spirit or 
guardinn angel that presides over its 
affairs, this spirit being known by the 
pane of Bisan, ‘This divinity’s resting 
place is near the trees, Then, too, the 
spirit of the camphor tree is held to be 
extremely jealous of the precious gum, 
so that it becomes necessary to propt- 
tiate ber, inasmuch as she would, 
should she learn that bunters were ip 
quest of it, endeavor to iuterpose ob- 
stacles to their mission, Accordingly 
the outives speak ip a tongue that the 
tree spirit may not understand = It was 
for this purpose that the mysterious 
“catnphor language” was fuveuted, aud 
{t cousists of an odd mixture of Jakun 
and Malay words that bave been cu- 
riousiy aitered and reversed.—Hurper's

PROFESSIONAL EATERS. 


Singular Custom Still Prevailing 
Among Indians of the Northwest. 


Many striking customs of their 
past are still preserved by the In- 
dians of the Northwest, and of these 
none is more interesting than a 
peculiar practice yet followed by the 
Sioux. It appears that from time 
imm-morial these Sioux have 
hered to an etiqueite whereby it is 
the bounded duty of the host to 
supply his guest with all the food he 
may desire, and, as a rule, the ap- 
portionment set before the visiting 
Indian is in excess of the capacity of 
a4 single man. 

On the other hand, by the same 
custom, the guest is obliged to eat 
all that is placed before him, else he 
-rossly insults his entertainer. Now. 
it was found that this practice would 
vork a hardship, but, instead of dis- 
vensing with the custom, the Indian 
method of reasoning was applied. and 
what 1s known as the professional 
eater was brought to the front. 

While the guest is supposed to eat 
that is placed before him, it 

tves the same purpose if his neigh- 

r assists in devouring the bounti- 

il repast, the main object being to 
tave the plate clean when the meal 
shall be finished. 

It is not always practicable to de- 
pend upon a neighbor at table to 
in getting away with a large 
dinner, and in order to insure the 
final consumption of the allotted por- 
tion visiting Indians call upon these 
professional eaters, whose duty it is 
to sit beside them through a_ mea) 
and eat what the guest cannot stow 
away. 

The professional eaters are never 
looked upon in the light of guests, 
but more as traveling companions 
with a particular duty to perform. 


These eaters receive from $1 to $2 
and even $3 for each meal where 
they assist. It is stated that one of 


the professional eaters was known to 
have disposed of some seven pounds 
f beef at a sitting. 


The Unblessed Meek. 

Bishop Farthing of Montreal is a 
man of striking and aggressive per- 
sonality. in tue old days, when he 
was rector of a church in the diocese 
of Huron, he showed on more than 
ne oceasion that he was not one of 
those clergymen who believe in letting 
meeplig uvgs lie. He never took a 
passive attitude for the sake of peace 
when he felt that he ought to take ac- 
on in any matter, and on more tuan 
yne occasion he displayed his dis 
approval of men who were inclined to 
be perfectly: satisfied so long as Sun 
jay came round once every seven days 
and thus gave them a chance to air 
their eloquence. 

Several years ago, Canon Farthing 
was visiting in Toronto during the

He described how they 
fave the whole church a reputation 
which did not fit with its claim to be- 
ing militant, and told a story to illus- 
irate his point. : 

He said a certain Anglican rector 
liscovered that the district in which 
he labored contained a man who de- 
served to be brought to book for a ser- 
es of offences against the community 
He was a bold bully in the locality 
vecause there had been no one to 
ring him to book, so the clergyman 
started taings moving. When the man 
went to his lawyer, the legal gentle- 
nan asked how the prosecutions were 
started, and the man told him. 

“LT am surprised to hear that," said 
lawyer, ‘Il always had a great re 
spect for Anglican clergymen, as 1 
sivught they never took the trouble 
to interfere with anytuing.”

Canada on the Water. 

Retaining its position of tenth place 
in the agerogate of the world’s ship- 
jing, the Dominion of Canada had on 
its register books at the end of last 
year, 7,768 vessels measuring 718,333 
tons, an increase of 166 vessels and 
16,229 tons as compared with the cor 
responding year. The number of 
stenmers on the recister books on the 
same date was 3,229, with a gross ton- 
wf.e Of O13,902.

The number of new vessels built 
and registered during the year wa-

mating the value of new tonnage at 
$45 ner ton gives a total of $1,138,770 
for new vesse!s. During the year 246 
vessels wore removed from the register 
books. 

It is estimated that 36,430 men and 
boys were employed on ships register- 
ed in Canada during the year. 

Ontario leads in the number of ves- 
sels, with Nova Scotia a close second 
The former has 2,061 with tonnage of 
208,562 and the latter 2,058 with 160,246 
tonnage.
